To  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Epping,  in  the 
County  of  Rockingham,  in  said  State,  qualified  fo 
vote  in  Town  Aifairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  Town  Hall  in 
said  Epping,  on  Tuesday,  the  fourteenth  day  of 
March,  next,  at  nine  of  the  clock  in  the  forenoon, 
to  act  upon  the  following  subjects: 

1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for 
the  year  ensuing. 

2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be 
necessarj^  to  defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing 
year  and  make  appropriations  of  the  same. 

3.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote 
to  raise  and  appropriate  for  roads  and  bridges. 

4.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will 
vot3  to  raise  and  appropriate  as  per  contract  with 
Portsmouth  Power  Co. 

5.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will 
raise  and  appropriate  for  support  of  the  Public  Li- 
brary. 

6.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will 
vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  to  defray  Memorial 
Day  expenses,  and  Civilian  Defense  expenses. 


7.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will 
vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  for  the  winding  of  the 
town  clock. 

8.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate for  Class  V  highways  the  sum  of  $272.80 
on  condition  that  the  state  contribute  $1091.20. 

9.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  $400.00  for  white  pine  blister 
rust  in  cooperation  with  the  State  Forestry  Depart- 
ment. 

10.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

11.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  $150.00  for  a  cement  sidewalk 
running  from  Peter's  Restaurant  to  the  sidewalk 
leading  down  Water  Street,  on  condition  that  Peter 
Mafloozie  contributes  $150.00. 

12.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will 
vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  to  fix  the  sidewalk 
leading  North  from  the  Fire  House  to  the  Bridge. 

13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  $750.00.  $250.00  to  be  used 
to  maintain  the  Town  Dump,  and  $500.00  to  be  ex- 
pended on  the  road  leading  from  Route  No.  125  to^ 
the  Town  Dump.
